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The 41 Army received instructions to go north, with the? date of departure 
depending on its relief by CHEW Kang. If it leaves before CHEW arrives, 
the Kwangtung-Kwangsi Column will take over garrison duties. 

following the deterioration of the international situation*, troops of the 
1 (?) field army of Lanchurian origin were put under orders to go north. 
The rest will be put under CHnil Yi for the invasion of Taiwan. 

On 1 July 1950, Jet planes and some twin-engine Japanese bombers were sent 
to South China. Airfields on the Hong Kong border are being enlarged | 
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The commander of the Huiyang (114-26, 23-05) Military Sub-area states that 
it is planned to establish a blockade between Huiyang and Hong Kong on 
15 July to prevent export of rice and poultry. All smugglers will be tried 
in military court.
